Some one has said, “What a 
school God keeps!”

Men are now making their 
way to the front who are be- 
ginning to make themselves 
felt.

I see them all and 
am watching them more than 
they know. And occasionally 
one goes to the wall so he has 
to put down and out, but such 
as these are soon lost to view 
and no body knows what be- 
comes of them. A man can go 
that way if he wants to, and his 
influence will rot and his life be 
a failure. I do not know of one 
who has left the Church of God 
and joined anything else or 
started up something of his own 
that has ever amounted to 
anything. But I do know of 
some who started before I did 
that fell out and fell so flat that 
scarcely anybody in the Church 
now knows such men ever lived 
only as they read the history of 
the work in former years when 
their names were prominent. 


The Church is building with 
solid material. Men and women 
of stability are now rising and 
making themselves felt. I have 
been in a position for years that 
I could watch the eb-and-flow 
of the ministers. Those who 
have not had this privilege 
would be surprised to know how 
near some of the stronger ones 
now came of toppling over at 
times.

Yea, 
they will do it without a 
chance! They are true- blue 
first class Church of God ma- 
terial and their blaze for the 
truth is as steady as the rays of 
the sun. 


It is probable that a few who 
have dropped out and their in- 
fluence is gone may come back 
and straighten up and do some- 
mark, but 
it is not likely that many will 
rise to heights they could have 
attained had they not fallen out 
by the way. This is another 
phase of the subject. It has a 
serious side to it, too. I’ve seen 
some try hard to rise, but they 
almost always failed. Some- 
thing would come along and 
trip them and down they would 
go again. It is the same old 
story, “The bird with a broken 
pinion can never soar as high 
again,” as it had done before 
the break. This is all the more 
reason for remaining steadfast. 


I have before my mind often 
the plaintive words of the great 
Apostle Paul when he said 
among other things of import- 
ance, ‘‘Demas hath forsaken me, 
having loved this present world, 
and is departed unto Thessalo- 
nica.” Once a great preacher, 
worthy of the position of com- 
panion in labor with Paul. But 
now he is gone. He could not 
get as much money as he 
wanted. I guess he told Paul, 
“I am forced to go into business 
for myself as the ministry does 
not pay me enough to cldthe me 
decent and pay the expenses of 
my family. Good by, Paul.” 
Doubtless the loving heart of 
the Apostle was broken. It is 
almost like the words of Jesus 
when He said, ‘Could you not 
watch with me one hour?” I 
wish we may never have one of 
this class» I’m afraid they may 
never get back, or if they do 
they will hardly reach the de- 
gree of influence that they had 
before their departure. : The 
world must be moved, and I 


know the kind of men that it: 


will take to move it, and this is 
the class God is raising up for 
the purpose, so if some who 
are now coming into promi- 
nence fail, God will raise up 
some one else.. The work has 
to be done, the Church has to 
keep moving upward and on- 
ward, and if we do not remain 
steady God will raise up others 
that wili do it. But with the 
unchanging Christ as our ex- 
ample how dare we waver— 
how dare we wander away and 
cease to be noticed! 


I want this message to be a 


means of energizing some who

The Sunday school work is 
still moving aleng nicely, but 
we must not let our Sunday 
school fire go down the least bit. 
We must continue adding fuel 
to the flame. This can be done 
by every superintendent and all 
the other officers and teachers 
spurring themselves up a little 
and becoming more enthused 
than ever. Next Sunday morn- 
ing be a little moré lively than 
ever. Get to the school a few 
minutes earlier, walk with a lit- 
tle quicker step, put on a little 
broader smile, slap your hands 
together when you arrive and 
smile and say, “Sunday school.” 
Superintendents should not sit 
down and wait for time to start 
the school, but should go to the 
platform, arrange his books on 
the pulpit, get his literature 
ready, if he has time rush 
around in the room and shake 
hands with the teachers and 
scholars as they come in. Then 
at the very moment that it is 
time for the school to open the 
song should be announced, the 
keys of the piano or organ 
struck and away you go into 
Sunday school with all your 
might. Get every body to sing, 
even the children that are old 
enough. Then sometimes at 
the close of a song sing the 
chorus over two or three times 
and one of the times let every 
body clap their hands in token 
of their love for Sunday school 
and to cheer one another along. 
After two or three songs are 
| sung read the responsive read- 
ing marked out in the quarterly 
for the lesson that day. As a 
change, sometimes, have the 
teachers to come to the plat- 
form and read the first verse in 
concert, instead of the superin- 
tendent, and let the school — 
the next verse, until at the la 
all read the last verse together. 
Then kindly ask every one in 
the house to kneel during the 
prayer, and specially teach the 
children to get down on their 
little knees. In this way it will 
help them to form a habit to 
kneel during prayer. °A few 
words about the lesson may be 
spoken and a short drill in re- 
peating some of the books of 
the Bible in concert. Then 
about three or four minutes be- 
fore time for the class work to 
begin have all to stand and sing 
together. During the singing 
of the last verse let the teach- 
ers hasten to their respective 
places where the classes recite 
so as to get there first and greet 
the scholars as they arrive. The 
class recitation should not last 
more than thirty minutes, then 
should be a half hour’s general 
exengtes or review. Let the 
sch close while every body is 
full of interest. Then they will 
be more apt to come back next 
Sunday. I don’t know of any- 
thing that is better as a feeder 
for the Church than a good, red 
hot, lively Sunday school. Every 
church must have a Sunday 
school if it expects to amount 
to anything. Every overseer, 
both state and district, should 
see that every church has a 
Sunday: school.

mount Sion? 

Ans. He saw the hundred and forty- 
four thousand. 

Ques. Who was standing with them? 

Ans. The Lamb (Jesus) stood with 
them. 

Ques. Do we have any evidence 
that the 144,000 of the seventh chap- 
ter will be slain during the tribula- 
tion? ; 

Ans. No. But the evidence seems 
that.they will be protected during the 
entire period. 

Ques. In what way does the evi- 
dence show concerning this? 

Ans. The plagues fram the pit were 
to effect only those who had not the 
seal of God in their foreheads. Chap- 
ter 9:4. 

Ques. While this will affect those 
who have not the seal, what is the 
inference from this? 

Ans. The inference is that those 
who have the seal will be protected, 
not be slain. 

Ques. Who is said to have the seal 
of the living God in their foreheads? 

Ans. The 144,000 Jews who accept 
Christ during the tribulation. Chap- 
ter 7:3, 4. 

Ques. If they are not hurt or slain 
during the tribulation, and we find 
no place where they were changed 
and caught up to heaven, would it not 
be reasonable to look for them some- 
where on this earth at the close of 
the tribulation? 

Ans. Yes. We find them in the 
mountain called Mount Sion, the 
place where Jesus is to have His 
throne. 

Ques. What did John hear in heaven 
at the same time he saw the 144,000 
on the mountain with Jesus? 

Ans. He heard a great voice like the 
voice of many waters and as the voice 
of thunder. 

Ques. What is this voice that is to 
peal forth with power and force of a 
great thunder? 

Ans. It will be the voice of singing 
accompanied with powerful musical in- 
struments. 

Ques. At what place is this glorious 
music to be made? 

Ans. It is to be played and sung be- 
fore the throne. Verse 3. 

Ques. Who are to stand before the 


- throne of God? 


Ans. Those who come out of great 
tribulation. Chap. 7:14. They will 
have had a hard time suffering many 
things at the hand of antichrist but 
as they stand before the throne, God 
shall wipe away all tears, they shall 
hunger no more, neither thirst any 
more. Verse 17. It will not be any 
wonder that this vast multitude will 
break forth in a grand chorus that will 
shake heaven and earth like great 
peals of thunder.

“And hath put all things under his 
feet, and gave him to be the head 


, over all things to the church, Which 


is his body, the fulness of him that 
filleth all in all.” 

Jesus Christ is in authority far; 
above all piincipality and power and} 
might and dominion and every name 
that is named, not only in this world 
but also in that whieh is to come. 

He has named His Church the 
Church of God. It is the greatest 
government or body of people on the 
face of the earth and is marching on 
to victory under her great head, Je- 
sus Christ. While Jesus is the head 
of the Chuich, she would not of 
course, be perfect withovt Him, 
neither would the body or Church be 
perfect without Him, the head. As | 
He is, therefore, the head, the body! 
must of necessity be subject unto] 
Him. As our natural bodies are sub-| 
ject to our head or will power, so} 
must we be subject to our great di- 
vine head, Jesus. 

His law is given us in the New, 
Tcstament Scriptures and to be the 
body of Christ, the Church, we must, 
of course, abide by said law and all 
of it before we can be His body. | 

“For by him were all things created 
that are in heaven, and that are in, 
earth, visible and invisible, whether: 
they be thrones, or dominions, or 
principalities, or powers: all things 
were created by him, and for him: | 
And he is before all things, and by 
him all things consist; And he is the 
head of the body, the church: who is 
the beginning, the first-born from the 
dead; that in all things he might have 
the preeminence. For it pleased the 
Father that in him should all fulness 
dwell.” Col. 1:16-19. 

His dominion is an everlasting do- 
minion, above all others, and in Him 
all the fulness of salvation dwells, 
not only of salvation for ovr souls 
but the restoration of the gifts of the 
Spirit of God is expected in these last 
days, not only is this expected but 
are being restored to the Church of 
God and she is earnestly contending 
for the faith once delivered unto the 
saints. 

While the body of Jesus in person 
was here upon earth, the enemy of 
all righteousness sought to take His 
life, even in His infancy and kept 
this up continually until His body 
was lain in the grave and a great 
stone placed over the door of the 
sepulcher. 





The body of Jesus while very young 
was taken to Egypt (darkness) to es- 
cape the king’s decree to kill all male 
children under two years of age. Just 
so the Church went off into darkness 
as soon as she left the real teaching 
of God and drew up a creed and fol- 
lowed that instead of following the 
real Word of God. 


By and by God called His Son out 
of Egypt and in these last days the 
great Church of God is called out of 
darkness into light and as truly as 
she had the nine spiritual gifts in the 
early days, just so true she will have 
them in the last days at the coming 
of the Lord. 

The body of Jesus with the scars 
in His hands and feet and in His side 
was placed in the grave and He came 
forth with the same body with its 
scars. The Church of God went into 
darkness with many scars of persecu- 
tions and is coming out with the same 
signs following that she had in the 
beginning and even her glory shall 
be greater in the latter days, than in 
the beginning. 


“Now ye are the body of Christ, 
and members in particular. And God 
hath set some in the church, first 
apostles, secondarily prophets, third- 
ly teachers, after that miracles, then 
gifts of healings, helps, governments, 
diversities of tongues.” 1 Cor. 1: 
2, 28. 


God set all these in the church, and; 


any body of people who are not will- 
ing to teach and contend for all that 
He did set in the Church is not the 
body of Christ—the Church of God. 
We learn from this Scripture that 
God intended for the members of His. 
Church to speak in tongues and also 
-to trust Him for the healing of their 
bodies. If He had not, He would not 
have placed the gifts of healing in 
His Church for He said these were 
given to every one to profit witha). 

We learn too that in His Church, 
He has a government. There must 
of necessity be some to govern and 
some to be governed or else He would 
not have gone to the trouble of es- 
tablishing the government of the 
Church of God-if He had intended for 
all to go according to their own no- 
tion about things. 

All these were placed in the Church 
of God by the proper one and was 
done “for the perfecting of the saints, 
for the work of the ministry, for the 
edifying of the body of Christ (the 
Church). Till we all come in the 
unity of faith, and of the knowledge 
of the Son of God, unto a _ perfect 
man, unto the measure of the stature 
of the fulmess of Christ. Eph. 4: 
12, 13. . 

We must get there and all agree 
upon the teaching of the Word be- 
fore we can expect the gifts to be 
restored. Then our great divine head, 
Jesus Christ, will come down and be 
united with His body, the Church, 
and she will be a perfect body then. 
We should do our very best to get 
to the place where we will not be 
tossed to and fro by every wind of 
doctrine because there are people all 
about us and some of our own are 
rising up and speaking perverse 





to deceive.” He said also for us to 
speak the truth in love, that we 
may grow up into Him in ALL things 
which is the head even Christ. 

We should grow up into Him in 
wisdom, in knowledge, in faith, in 
healings, in miracles, in prophecy, in 
discerning of spirits, in the different 
kinds of tongues and in the interpre 
tation of tongues. Because He said to 
grow up into Him in all things and 
these are some of the all things. He 
wants the whole body, the Church, 
fitly joined together and compacted, 
bound or fastened so that every part 
will be in its proper place and work- 
ing properly in order that the body 
will be increased.

First State Assembly 
in the Bahamas 


The first State Assembly of the 
Churches of God in the Bahamas con- 
vened at Nassau, N. P., from Mar. 30 
to Apr. 4, 1922. 

Saints began to gather together 
with songs.

There were representatives from 
six districts: Abaco, three; Andros, 
four; Cat Island, ene, but four or 
five came in a few days later; Cur- 
rent, three; Long Island, five; Nas- 
sau, fifty-six. As each district was 
called the representatives stood and 
sang a song and the district overseer 
gave a good talk about the work in 
his. district. There were also. six 
brothers and sisters from Florida 
which rendered very valuable service 
in songs, teachings and testimonies. 

At 10:40, Brother Thos. J. Richard- 
son gave a discourse on Laws and 
Government. His talk was very edi- 
fying. He gave a few Scripture ref- 
erences, all pointing to the great gov- 
ernment of our Lord and Savior Je- 
sus Christ. Then followed a talk by 
Brother Alfred Sweeting concerning 
the dear Church of God.
